It was a few minutes after six and 
Lloyd Creach, the manager, was 
waiting on two woman customers, 
having locked the front door at 6. 
He had opened the door for one 
customer and was about to close it 
again when Stauble pushed in with 
his hands in his overcoat pockets. 
Manager Recognized Robber. 
“Let's have it,” Stauble demand- 
ed and Creach, recognizing him as 
the man who robbed him Janf 3, 
moved to the cash register. The re- 
maining custorner, Miss Emma Ma- 
reau, 6117 Delmar boulevard, 
backed against the wall: 

“Put it in a paper bag," ordered 
Stauble, still holding his hands in 
his pockets.

His parents and his sister, with 
whom he lived at 4946 Lilburn 
avenue, and a young woman, de- 
scribed as his sweetheart, appeared 
at the City Hospital and sat at his 
bedside all night. 
Stauble had been arrested 20 
times in two years for investiga- 
tion, and last September Was fined 
$50 for possession of stolen cloth- 
ing. A concealed weapon warrant 
was issued recently following his 
arrest near a filling station with a 
pistol in his pocket, and he was 
under bond when he was «ghot.. 
When arrested he has given his 
occupation as unemployed meat- 
cutter.

NEW YORK, Feb. 4.—The will 
of Nathan Straus, noted philan- 
thropist, probated today, makes no 
bequest to charity. — ° 
The omission of charity was ex- 
plained in the AGument in this. 


“T have always been deeply im- 
pressed by an old Jewish proverb 
which says: ‘“What you give for 
the cause of charity in health is 
gold; what you give in sickness is 
silver; and what you give after 
death is lead.’ Many of the rich 
do not even give lead.” ‘ 

The will further says: “I have 
all my life drawn whatever I could 
out of,business an? devoted it to 
the prevention of poverty and sick- 
ness, and make no specific charita- 
ble provisions in my will 

The estate is divided among his 
thee children, Nathan Straus Jr., 
Hugh Grant Straus and/ Mrs. Sissie 
S. Lehman, wife of Judge Irving 
Lehman of the Court of Appeals. 
The sum of $100,900 is set apart 
for persons who have been in the 
employ of Mr. Straus. 

The $100,000 is-to be divided 
among Straus’ former employes as 
directed by the sons and daughter. 
The will was executed in 1924, 
with two codicils added in 1928. 
The division of the remainder of 
the estate is in three equal parts, 
éxcept for a special bequest of 
$500,000 to Nathan Straus “JZJr., 
“solely by reason of circumstances 
known to all. my children,” and 
with a profession of equal love for 
all-of them. | ‘ 
In one of the codielig Straus ex- 
pressed the wish that none of his 
children or grandchildren should 
ever marry outside the Jewish 
faith. 

Because of his large @onations 
to charity during his life the es- 
tate of Mr. Straus may have a 
net value of not more than $1,000,- 
000, an attorney for the § estate 
says.

Woman’s. Divorced Husband

Annis said King readily admitted 
he had done the shooting and had 
hidden the gun. 

Mrs. Dieter obtained a divorce 
from King nine months ago and 
was married to Dieter last Thurs- 
day. They then went to the home 
of the bride's parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
William Wilber, to pass their 
honeymoon. A smal] boy by Mrs. 
Dieter’s marriage to King was be- 
ing cared for by the Wilbers. The 
bride’s parents, who followed Die- 
ter to the porch after his wife had 
fallen to the floor, identified King.

Juergensmeyer of Warren County, 
who said it was made by Haake 
following his arrest on a forgery 
charge. 

Haake was arrested last week at

ton."on a warrant charging him 
with having forged notes if excess 
of $1500. 

Ledger Found in Woods. 

The ledger was found hidden un- 
der leaves in the woods near Pen- 
dleton by officers led there by 
Haake, who said he had hidden it 
after the supposed holdup, having 
in the meantime kept it in a bar- 
rel of grain in the rear of the 
bank. 

Haake was found the, day of 
the supposed holdup locked in the 
vault of the bank, by a passerby 
who heard his cries, and was re- 
leased by Charles F. Myers, for- 
mer president of the depository. 
He had a small scratch on his 
head, and said that a robber had 
entered after he opened the bank 
in the morning, slugged him, and 
locked him in the vault. Haake 
tlaced the amount taken by the 
alleged robber at $5000, but the 
ledger, the daily cash book, and 
other account books were missing, 
so no check could be made. Haake 
said the robber had taken them. 

In order to keep covered the con- 
dition of the bank, Juergensmeyer 
said Haake confessed, the cashier 
first hid the records in the grain 
barrel, intending to secrete them 
mare securely latev. He then in- 
flicted the scratch on his head and 
locked himself in the vault. 

He is reported to have said he 
thought the bank would receive in- 
surance on the amount he reported 
taken, on his statement of the loss, 
and that the books would not he 
necessary. y 

Other Books Still Missing. 

The books still missing he said 
are hidden in the woods several 
miles from where the ledger was 
found, but Juergensmeyer said this 
morning he intended to allow Haake 
a few days to recover his mental 
poise before asking him to locate 
them. Juergensmeyer said~ the 
cashier had been considéfably up- 
set, and has been unable to recall 
the location of the books definitely. 
If he cannot tell where they are 
hidden, Juergensmeyer said, it is 
possible the woods will be burned 
over to clear it of leaves, in the 
hope of finding the books, lack of 
which hampers the investigation of 
the bank’s affairs. 

No warrants in addition to that 
for forgery have been issued against 
Haake, but Juergensmeyer indicated 
he anticipated further charges. 
Haake is béing questioned about 
the notes he is said to have forged, 
in the possibility he may have at- 
tempted to cover shortages. 

Haake has waived preliminary 
hearing on the forgery charge, and 
his trial has been set for Feb. 20 in 
Circuit Court at Warrenton. |

cashier since the depository was or- 
ganized in 1924. The bank, ac- 
cording to Childs, has left the mat- 
ter entirely in the hands of Juer- 
gensmeyer.

No Suffering Among Children. 

Mystifying as it seems to many 
Northerners, the small Red Cross 
rations for plantation families, 
with school lunches for children, 
provide adequately for all dietary 
requirements, said William M.

Red Cross chapter 
chairmen in other states affected 
by drouth also instructed to provide 
school lunches, out of Red Cross 
funds where needed, or where plan 
not already started by other local 
agency. oe] 

Red Cross and Planters’ Rations. 
Baxter pointed out that condi- 
tions varied radically in various lo- 
calities, and that the local commit- 
tee departed from the basic ration 
to fit the specific requirements of 
each applicant. Red Cross rations 
for a family of four for two wecks, 
costing $3.55, as compared to plaat- 
ers’ rations and those recommend- 
ed by the State nutritionist, follow:

HAMILTON, O., Feb.. 4.—John 
Marcus, gunman, ex-convict and 
big-scale whisky runner, who took 
a major part in “milking” the 
Jack Daniel distillery of its whisky 
in St. Louis in 1923, came sudden- 
ly to the end of his career some 
time during the last three weeks, 
it became known yesterday with 
the discovery in the cellar of a 
vacant house here of his body, shot 
in the head and bound hand and 
foot with wire. 

Physicians estimated that he 


had been dead between two and 
three weeks. He was shot, pre- 
sumably, by erstwhile associates or 
competitors in one of his numerous 
criminal enterprises which had 
made him well known to the po- 
lice in many cities in Ohio, Indiana 
and Illinois, as well.as in St. Louis. 

His body was discovered by Lor- 
enzo Miller, who visited the house 
to inspect it after renting it re- 
cently. 

Miller learned before inspecting 
the house that the police had taken 
a still from a secret cellar in the 
place six months ago. He learned 
that the entrance to the cellar was 
through a concrete door behind a 
bank of shelves that opened when 
a concealed button wes pushed. 

Victim Gagged With Shirt. 

Inside the door, in a sitting pos- 
ture, he found the body of Marcus, 
bound with wire and gagged with a 
shirt. In the pocket of his coat was 
a letter addressed to John Marcus, 
Newland Hotel, Cincinnati, post- 

marked at Louisville, Ky. and 
signed “‘Guy Shields.”

Robert Zwick, a Cincinnati gangs- 
ter, might know something about 
Marcus’ murder. Marcus was con-

UNION ELECTR 
COUNTY PROPERTY 
VALUES ATTACKED 


City Attempts to Discredit 
Estimates of $400 to 
$15,000 an Acre Given 
by Realty Experts. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 4. — 
The City of St. Louis vigorously 
attacked valuations of from $4000 
to $15,000 an acre given to land in 
St. Louis County used for trans- 
mission lines right-of-way by Un- 
ion Electric Light & Power Co., by 
expert witnesse’ for the company 
in its cross-examination late yester- 
day of William A. Giraldin, a_ S&t. 
Louis real estate dealer. 

The cross-examination was conr 
ducted by Julius T. Muench, City 
Counselor, who is pressing the case 
before the State Public Service 
Commission for a reduction of $1,- 
000,000 in.Union Electric’s rates in 
St. Louis. The Commission is con- 


ducting a hearing to obtain evi- 
dence of the fair value of Union 
Electriec’s property for a rate base. 
It is the city’s contention that the 
company is now earning more than 
@ reasonable return on a fair val- 
ue and can afford to reduce its 
rate. Forrest G. Ferris Jr., Asso- 
ciate City Counselor, is assisting in 
handling the case for the city. ; 
Incidentally, in the course of his 
cross-examination, Giraldin related 
several interesting ‘events in the 
life of a real estate dealer in a big 
city, stating at one time, with a 
show of pride, that in a single 
month several years ago, he 
“cleaned up $10,000 in commissions 
buying land in South St. Louis for 
the Buschs.”’ 

Judgment Was Vindicated. 
At another time he told of his 
speculation in property at Seventh 
street and Franklin avenue a few 
years ago. He paid $30,000 for 
the corner. “All my friends laughed 
at me,” he said, “for buying prop- 
erty on Franklin avenue. But two 
years later I sold it for $75,000, a 
profit of $45,000. I think my judg- 
ment was vindicated.” 
Giraldin was one of three wit- 
nesses for Union Electric who 
placed values of from $4000 to $15,- 
000 an acre on the transmission line 
right-of-way in the county, running 
from the Page avenue substation to 
Florissant, about nine miles. This 
right-of-way, about 100 feet wide, 
contains 110 acres and the wit- 
nesses gave it a total value of $1,- 
083,864. Opposed to this, Max H. 
Doyne, real estate appraiser for the 
city, said it was worth only $2839,- 
400. 
The portion nearest Page avenue, 
containing about 47 acres, Giraldin 
and other company witnesses as- 
signed a value of $15,000 an acre, 
justifying it by the possible use of 
the property for subdivision. 
Muench asked Giraldin if he 
knew of anyone having paid as 
much. as $15,000 an acre for sub- 
division property in St. Louis Coun- 
ty. The witness had no knowledge 
of such prices. Muench reminded 
him that $4000 an acre was the 
price paid a few years ago for the 
farm property in University City 
north of Delmar boulevard which 
was subdivided as University Hills, 
and Giraldin agreed that was one 
of the most valuable subdivisions 
in the county. 
Had Not Searched Records. 
' Muench asked the witness about 
the sale in 1929 of 11 acres west of 
the Page avenue substation to Un- 
ion Electric for $7200 an acre and 
five acres adjoining that tract to a 
lumber company for $5000 an acre 
and still other sales in the immedi- 
ate vicinity at prices of from $2020 
to $2500 an acre. Gfraldin said 
these lands were similar to t hat 
upon which he placed the $15.000 
value, but denied knowledge of the 
sales. He then admitted he had not 
made inquiry or searched the rec- 
ords for recent sales, and that his 
valuation was his “‘best judgement.” 
The second section of the right 
of way, containing about 30 acres, 
to which Giraldin gave a value of 
$8000 an acre, was described by 
him as running through beautiful 
country estates. On questioning, 
he admitted it crossed Only one 
such estate and ran along the edges

hibits at the St. Louis Automobile | 
Show, which closes Saturday at’ 
The Arena. 

Attendance at the exhibition yes- 
terday was 23,374. The show is 
open each day from 11 a. m. until 
11 p. m, Admission is 60 cents. 
Automobiles, trucks and accesso- 
ties, valued at $500,000, are on 
display. 

The high speed era has resulted 
in the production of automobiles 
capable of going faster than the 
swiftest express trains. Most of 
the higher priced cars at the show, 
standard models, will make 90 
miles an hour; several will go more 
than 100 milea an hour, while there 
is hardly a car made today that. 
won't attain 60 miles an hour. 

Improved mechanical facilities 
enable the modern automobile to 
maintain a sustained high speed 
for hours at a time without fatigue 


to the driver or undue wear on the 


engine, the exhibitors point out, 
It is not uncommon today for some 
motorists to drive for 10 hours 
with the speedometer ranging 
from 65 to 75 miles an hour. 

Making high speeds a common- 
place has ~ been possible only 
through the development of safety 
devices. Better brakes, spritig sus- 
pension, welded bodies, nonshatter- 
able glass, smaller windshield posts 
and improved tires are among the 
factors contributing to the safety 
of the modern car. 

Speed has been enhanced not 
only through improved mechanical 
construction, but through the ad- 
vent of streamlining, lessening wind 
resistance. Qne car at the show, 
for instdlice, a sport speedster, is 
designed to go about 110 miles an 
hour, fully ,equipped. With the 
fenders removed, it {s said to make 
124 miles an hour consistently. 

Cc. FP. Kettering, vice president 
of General Motors, in charge of 
research, said recently the day will 
come when automobiles will travel 
across the country on express high- 
ways at 100 miles an hour. Some 
of the cars already are at hand, 
while recent sessions here of the 
American Roadbuilders’ Associa- 
tion atressed the necessity of 
building highways capable of meet- 
ing the demands of fast traffic and 
enhancing safety at high speeds.

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MEXICAN COURT ENDS 


Rules Detrees Are invalid Un- 
less Defendants Are Served 
Personally. 


By Cable to Post-Dispatch and New 
York World. 


Publishing Cos, (Now York World 
and Post-Disnatch.) 
MEXICO CITY, Feb. 4.—A de- 
cision of the Supreme Court of 
}Mexico made public yesterday 
jmarks the end of one easy divorce 
scheme which has been flourishing 
in the states of Yucatan, Cuerna- 
vaca and Sonora. The lucrative 
business of obtaining Mexican di- 
vorces by mail, operafed from New 
York, Paris and London, also was 


ended. 

The Supreme Court ruled that 
decrees granted without personal 
service on the defendant 
validity. The decision was handed 
down in connection with a divorce 
granted in Morelos to a Mexican 
whose wife failed to read in a local 
newspaper the notice of the suit 
against her. The court held that 
this manner of notification violated 
the law. The parties involved in 
this particular case had been mar- 
ried in a Methodist Church in Bal- 
bao in the Canal Zone. 

The personal service hereafter 
necessary to satisfy the Supreme 
Court must, In the case of foreign- 
ers or Mexicans resident in a for- 
eign country, be attested by the 
Mexican diplomatic representative 
in that country. Acceptance of 
service must be transmitted to the 
court through the Ministry of For- 
eign Affairs. 

The decision is the fourth ad- 
verse ruling against easy divorces 
made in Mexico.

His decision, filed here yester- 
day, says the Mexican Govern- 
ment, which has kept a smal] gar- 
rison on the island since 1897, 
must surrender sovereignty. 
Clipperton Rock is 870 miles off 
the west coast of Mexico in latitude 
10 north, and its sole importance, 
it appears now, is that eventually 
it might be used as a seaplane 
base. It is of coral structure, and 
low except for one point, 170 feet 
high. It incloses a lagoon. The 
island was annexed by France in 
1857. A party of Americans later 
installed themselves but, upon rep-

It is under this rule that the St. Louis Public Serv- 
ice Co. is legally permitted to charge a 10-cent 
fare in its vain effort to make a clear profit of 7 
per cent over all operating costs on an estimated 
property valuation of $63,500,000—in spite of the fact 
that the company paid only $49,100,000 for the prop- 
erty. The Missouri State Supreme Court, following 
the decisions of the United States Supreme Court, 
as it must do, upheld the $63,500,000 valuation not 
long ago.

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THAT WHISPERING CAMPAIGN. 

There is a humorous side to the tragic collapse of 
the Bank of United States. It is that the bank’s 
failure, the largest that ever occurred in this country, 
was due to a whispering campaign conducted by the 
Reds. These agents of malevolence were pictured as 
going up and down the island of Manhattan spread- 
ing rumors that the bank was going broke, where- 
upon depositors lined up before its windows in such 
numbers that the bank was forced to close. This 
theory was pounced upon by the Fish committee, then 
engaged in the heroic labor of saving the country 
from bolshevism. In its report, issued in January, 
the committee recommended the enactment of a 


Federal law to prosecute Communists or other 
persons, organizations, newspapers, etc., spread- 
ing false rumors for the purpose of causing runs 
on banks. 

We are now in possession of the facts regarding 
the demise of the bank, and of the identity of the 
“Reds” who scuttled the ship. An inventory taken 
by the New York State Banking Department discloses 
the bank holds frozen or worthless assets totaling 
$67,000,000. Of $59,000,000 lent from the bank’s main 
office, $42,000,000 was without security except the 
notes of borrowers. Nearly $26,000,000 was lent to 
the bank's subsidiaries, in which its officers and di- 
rectors were interested. The chief subsidiaries are 
as flat in the purse as their parent and the loans 
seem uncollectable. In the small proportion which 
were secured, the collateral used was the bank’s stock 
or securities of the subsidiaries. 

The bank has an overdraft of $67,000 by the Morris 
White Holding Corporation. Morris White is a direc- 
tor of the bank. Another director borrowed $750,000 
on deposits of $100,000. Still another, whose affairs 
were put into receivership the day after the failure, 
borrowed $650,000, of which he has admitted losing 
$250,000 in the stock market. A fourth director bor- 
rowed $1,356,270 to ease himself out of “a tight con- 
dition.” Altogether, 17 directors got loans totaling 
$5,140,454 either for themselves or on notes signed for 
others, and this does not include loans to companies 
in which they were interested. Apparently the bank 
made a specialty of lending money to prominent, as 
well as notorious, persons. Its files contain the names 
of members of the judiciary, politicians, actors, the 
atrical magnates, also night club owners and such 
persons as the murdered Arnold Rothstein, big-time 
gambler, and ex-Magistrate Albert H. Vitale. _

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UNEMPLOYMENT INSURANCE. 

A proposal embodying an effort to mitigate the ef- 
fect of such unemployment situations as the present 
one, having behind it the best counsels of leaders 
in labor and industrial fields, comes up today in the 
State Legislature for committee consideration. This 
is the unemployment reserve law, as drafted by the 
American Association for Labor Legislation and sub- 
mitted to the 43 state law-making bodies now in ses- 
sion. It is the result of practical unemployment 
insurance experience and months of conference 
among such authorities as Leo Wolman and Sidney 
Hillman of the Amalgamated Clothing Workers, 
John R. Commons of the University of Wisconsin, 
George Soule of the Labor Bureau, Paul H. Doug- 
las of the University of Chicago, Sir William Bever- 
idge of England and others. 

The bill would create an unemployment reserve 
fund, derived from payments by employers of an 
amount equal to 1% per cent of their pay rolls. Work- 
ers earning less than $1500 a year would receive, 
after losing their jobs, benefits of $10 a week, for 
not more than 13 weeks a year or one-fourth the 
number of weeks they had been employed in the pre- 
ceding two years. An important feature is the provi- 
sion for supplying work instead of benefits to the un- 
employed person whenever possible. This would be 
done by unemployment offices in each industry. The 
executive machinery would be an employment ad- 
visory committee, under supervision of the State 
Labor Commissioner, with stabilization boards in 
each industry. 

Obviously the association does not expect any state 
to make such an innovation at the moment. What it 
does expect is that the bill will serve as a basis for 
discussion. Unemployment is a real problem the 
solution to which must be found by every indus- 
trial natton. Nine countries of Europe have volun- 
tary unemployment insurance aided by their Gov- 
ernments. Experts in this field such as Mr. Hill- 
man realize that only after long debate and very 
great need can such an eighth wonder of the world 
become acceptable to American industry.

ORD ROBERT CECIL has sketched the 

L disarmament situation in these terms: 
“The year 1931 promises to be 

critical one for the League of Nations; for 
it will depend upon the movements’of pub- 
lic opinion during that year whether the 
first world disarmament conference, which 
will probably assemble at the beginning of 
1932, is to be a farce or a reality. Unless 
the conference results in a treaty which 
will stop competition in all forms of arma- 
ments, subject them to effective limitation, 
and bring about such substantial reductions 
as were clearly intended by Article VIII of 
the Covenant and anticipated by the defeat- 
ed Powers at Versailles from the promises 
made to them by the Allies, the whole edi- 
fice of international peace will be shaken 
to its foundations. 
« 


“The first duty of those who realize this 
truth is to grasp the facts of the present 
Situation. They are these: A Preparatory 
Commission has, after many difficulties and 
delays, completed a draft treaty for the gen- 
eral limitation of armaments, which is to 
go before the full conference. It was not 
the duty of the commission—and here many 
criticisms of it fell wide of the mark—to 
fix figures for the armaments of the differ- 
ent countries. What it has done is to pro- 
pose how armaments are to be classified 
for limitation and the methods by which 
they are to be limited. 

“Thus it is provided in the draft treaty 
that armies are to be restricted through 
limiting the total number of men serving 
with the colors, both conscript and profes- 
sional, and that there shall be limits fixed 
for the period of military service in those 
countries which decide to retain the con- 
scription system. As for the navies, 
the number of ships, the number of officers 
and men and the amount of money allocat- 
ed in the national budgets for naval arma- 
ments are to be subject to limitation. In 
the air forces, the personnel, the number of 
airplanes and their horsepower are to be 
limited. 

“There is to be limitation also of the to- 
tal amount provided in the budgets for mili- 
tary material of all kinds, and there is to 
be a Permanent Disarmament Commission 


set up which—like the Mandates Commis- — 


sion in its own sphere—will watch over the 
loyal execution of the disarmament treaty 
and sanction, with proper safeguards, any 
temporary increase of national armaments 
to meet grave emergencies.

of the conference? The first thing forthem 
to realize is that international reduction of 
armaments is an essential condition of per- 
manent peace, especially in view of the 
treaty rights and obligations of Germany. 
It has always been true that peace is the 
greatest of British interests and it is cer- 
tainly not less true now than in times past. 
If that be the case, we must throw our 
whole weight into the movement for dis- 
armament so that the coming conference 
Shall be a success. That means, first, hard 
work, and, secondly, readiness to support 
the Government of the day in any reason- 
able action that they may think necessary 
in order to secure serious reductions of na- 
tional armaments.”’ 

Lord Cecil has also declared that the 
agreement to set up a permanent commis- 


- sion was the most encouraging thing that 


happened at Geneva and inaugurated the 
greatest reform that had ever been started. 

The part of their work with which’ he 
was the least satisfied was the limitation of 
the number of aircraft and not of their size 
and efficiency. He deeply regretted that it 
was impossible to limit the cost of material 
of air forces, and he thought this was the 
greatest blot on the scheme. But even 
there, they carried the ,roposal to limit the 
total budget te Rie on all armaments 
in all countries, and if this were accepted, 
it would make a great difference to the 
air forces. 


As to the army, unless the machines as 
well as the men could be limited. limitation 
was largely illusive. He did not believe it 
practical to limit rifles and machine guns 
without the closest and most persistent in- 
spection, and the best opinion was that it 
was quite impossible to be sure by inspec- 
tion of finding all small arms, and to apply 
such @ system would be to court failure. It 
was said that tanks might be limited, but 
the devélopment of tanks was so rapid that 
it would have no value. They could not 
find any solution to these problema, and no 
practical scheme was put forward. Big 
guns might be limited, but it was very 
doubtful whether they were the arbiters of 
victory nowadays and it was scarcely worth 
while to limit them alone. 

The fact must be faced that there were 
many continental nations that would only 
agree to reduction in proportion as they 
were given security against attack. He 
begged the leaders of the peace movement 
in this country to realize this fact, for it 
might be the turning ,oint between success 
and failure. This was at the bottom of the 
Italian demand for parity and partly at the 
bottom of the German demand for equality. 
If they lived in a continental country with 
experience of invasion, he was satisfied that 
the great majority of the people in this 
country would be as much in favor of se- 
curity as any continental country. 


A HINT FROM THE TROLLEY. 
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Empirical Palliatives 


By Isaac H. Lionberger. 


HE expedient of helping the unfortunate 
by, lending money, so often urged at 
present by those in charge of. our national 
and local affairs, suggests a similar experi- 
ment tricd in Missouri a hundred years ago. 
There occurred fn the year 1819, in the 
Territory of Missouri, a crisis of great sever- 
ity, following the speculation in land which 
Originated in the acceptance by the Govern- 
ment of wild-cat notes for the public do- 
main. So great was the general distress, 
that Gov. McNair called a special session 
of the Legislature to devise a plan for re- 
lief, and at this session an act entitled “An 
Act for the Establishment of Loan Offic: 
was passed. 

The act divided the State into five ¢is- 
tricts and established in each a loan office 
which was authorized to lend certificates 
of the State, receivable for taxes, not ex- 
ceeding $200 in amount, to persons deemed 
g00d by the commissioners of the various 
districts. (Ter. Laws, p. 760.) 

Under this law, certificates amounting ‘9 
$184,783 were issued, but the expected re- 
suit did not follow. 

Three years later, in his inaugural! a‘¢- 
dress to a subsequent Legislature, Gov. Ba‘es 
said: 

T affect ro insensibility fo the sufferings cf 
my fellow citizens. I have partaken of then 
or at least I have deeply fett those privations 
which were the common dot in temes past 
only entreat that the remedy for these -f ‘s 
may not be again mistaken.

Both the National and American 
Leagues have decided that the 
home run barrage has gone far 
enovgh and a change in the. ball’s 
physical aspects is the result. 

In the National League, the ball 
will have a thicker cover and heav- 
ier stitches. In the American 
League, the cover will be the same 
but the stitches will be heavier. 

Not only will these changes take 
some of the liveliness out of the 
ball, major league officials confi- 
dently expect, but also will give the 
pitchers a better grip on the ball 
and thereby increase their effective- 
ness. 

The pitchers, hampered continu- 
ously by all sorts of restrictions, 
have complained for several years 
that the smoothness of the ball's 
cover has made it extremely diffi- 
cult to control. The thicker stitches 
planned on the 1931 ball should go 
far toward solving that difficulty. 

No Radical Decrease. 

Proponents of the lively ball and 
the frequent home run need have 
little fear that these changes in the 
ball’s construction will bring about 
a return to the days when a dozen 
home runs were good enough to 
win a league championship. 

The changes ,are not drastic 
enough for any radical decrease in 
hitting. Officials of both leagues 
do believe, however, that the 
changed ball will result in greater 
pitching efficiency, a d:crease in 
the nu .ber of ‘“‘trick’’ home runs 
hit and a’slump in the inflated bDat- 
ting average of the last few years. 

Last season, for instance, 10 
players in the majors hi. 35 home 
runs or more. Hack’ Wilson of the 
Chicago Cubs led both leagues with 
66, and Bave Ruth of the New 


Yankees was runner-up with 49.

Double Visiting Cards 


HAVE been reading your col- 
| umn and always find it very in- 

teresting. Recently you had an 
article about the new double visit- 
ing-cards. This interested me 
greatly and I would be very thank- 
f1l if you will tell me if they are 
cut through, or tied together. If 
tied or fastened together, please be 
50 kind as to tell me what with 
and how. READER. 


Thank you! I’m delighted that 
you like the column, and I’m glad, 
too, that you were intrigued by the 
new double visiting cards. These 
cards are very handsome, and of 
exceeding convenience. For the 
“Mr. and Mrs.’’ card they are 
especially convenient: these cards 
are rather larger in size, usually, 
than the “Mrs.” card or the “Miss” 
card. The “Mr. and Mrs.’’ card 
usually measures three or three 
and one-quarter inches long by two 
and one-half inches wide. The 
“Mrs.”’ and ‘‘Miss” card is smaller. 

These double cards—called “in- 
formal double cards’’—are usually 
of ivory tone, smooth paper, and 
usually too have a panel edge, for 
the top card. 

They are not cut through or at- 
tached. The top edge of the visit- 
ing card continues and doubles it- 
self, becoming another length of 
card, attached. Like a double 
sheet of letter paper, when you 
hold the attached edge away from 
you. 

It is usually a greater conveni- 
ence if the address is also en- 
graved on the card, in the lower 
right corner, in letters of the 
Same style as those used in the 
name, but smaller in size. 

These informal double cards are 
very useful for the many occasions 
when we wish to write the briefest 
kind of note on the card, or when 
we wish to send a yisiting-card in- 
vitation, to bridge, to a musicale, 
to a tea, They are, in fact, so con- 
venient that one wonders why they 
were not thought of before. 

Another word about these cards: 
They would make an ideal Christ- 
mas gift for the person for whom 
we find it difficult to think of a 
gift ‘‘because she or they have ev- 
erything.” Of course it might 
mean that you would have access 
to the person's visiting-card plate 
—or it needn't mean this, for we 
might have a new  visiting-card 
plate made, and engraved on the 
double visiting card. A _ perfect 
gift for a daughter to give to her 
mother and father, or to her mother. 
Especially if the family entertains 
at bridge, or informally at buffet 
parties, or have friends to tea.

O obsessed with the fear that the modern feminist 

movement was taking woman out of the home anc 

éstablishing her in politics and industry and that her 
straying from the functions and ideals of her sex had 
begun to impair the family was the late Albert E. Pills- 
bury, a former Attorney-General of Massachusetts, that 
he left a fund of $100,000 in equal shares to four leading 
universities of the United States for the purpose of “de- 
veloping sound public opinion and action on the growing 
evils of feminism.” 

The unusual bequest was revealed when the will of the 
distinguished Boston attorney, who died in Newton, Mass., 
Dec. 23 last, disposing of &an estate of $600,000, was filed 
a few days ago in the Probate Court of Middlesex County. 

To combat the feminist movement the former Attor- 
ney-General provided bequests of $25,000 each to Harvard, 
Yale, Princeton and Columbia universities. 

The anti-feministic clause“in the will reads: 

‘Believing that the modern feminist movement tends 
to take women out of the home and put her in politics, 
government or business and that this has already begun 
to impair the family as the basis of civilization and its 
advance, 1 bequeath to Harvard, Yale, Princeton and 
Columbia colleges $25,000 each, the income thereof to be 
applied by a lectureship or in such Other manner ag the 
college authorities may from-time to time’ deem most 
effective toward creating or developing sound public opin- 
ion and action on this subject.” 

In Boston, where the late lawyer and controversialist 
on all matters of sociological and political ‘import was a 
striking figure, the will was regarded as the final retort 
from beyond the grave of a man who went through the 
last twenty-five years of his life in the belief that he had 
been the dupe of a youthful woman, who once bore his 
name. 

In truth, the last will and testament of the Massa- 
chusetts attorney is the epilogue of a December-May ro- 
mance, in which Pillsbury, much to his surprise, found 
himself playing the role of wronged husband.

Mrs. Pillsbury, then one of the most popular of the 
junior matrons in Back Bay society, countered with a 
cross action, charging her elderly husband with cruel. and 

Pillsbury at the time charged his wife 
with infidelity. They were married in Scotland in 19065. 
his age then being 58, while his wife was only 27 years old. 

The charges of the former Attorney-General of Massa- 
chusetts against his wife were the outgrowth of a raid on 
her home, which led*to revelations concerning her alleged 
conduct with a wealthy realtor of Boston and Brookline. 
As a result of the notoriety growing out of this raid, Pills- 
bury, leart-broken, retired to his magnificent country es- 
tate with his two young children, and proceeded to forget 
about his wife. Mrs. Pillsbury disappeared from the Bos- 
ton scene when she learned that her husband, because 
of the childrek, would not press the divorce.

N November, 1919, Mrs. Pillsbury again flashed into 
| m- news as the result of a Reno divorce which she 

secured from the Boston lawyer on the grounds of de- 
sertion. At the time she was conducting the’ Reno Quick 
Lunch. 

The end of his romance embittered Pillsbury against 
modern women. His second wife was a most representa- 
tive type of the equal-rights woman, Whe husband, steeped 
in New England traditions, believed that the real mission 
of woman was home, husband and children. So engrossed 
was the beautiful young wife with her social and civic 
activities, which ranged from feeding stray cats to enter- 
taining literary and musical celebrities, that she naively 
explained on one occasion that she had hardly time to see 
her own children. 

Pillsbury charged that his wife had forgotten her real 
functions as a woman, wife and mother. He protested 
against her women's clubs, debating societies, her fights 
for suffrage, her hobnobbing with the intelligentsia, which 
he characterized as symptoms of a revolution against 
nature. 

On one occasion, after seeing his wife’s picture in the 
newspaper in connection with a story about her collecting 
garbage from her neighbors for starving dogs and cats, 
he remarked: 

“The so-called modern woman is the most melancholy 
feature of the artificialities of present-day life. It would 
be amusing, were it not intensely tragic, to hear advanced 
women talking on public platforms about ‘back to nature’ 
or ‘back to the land.’ They are themselves pathetic in- 
stances of humanity straying hopelessly far from its func- 
tions and its ideals. 

“Nor can the aspirations of these so-called modern 
women be fulfilled without direct ihjury to mankind. The 
gradual withdrawal from the environment of the male of 
all softening and ennobling influences must inevitably 
militate against the civilization and brotherhood of mans” 

+ * s a 

HE fear of a new boss rule with womenfolk swinging 
T the mallet in time became an obsession with Pillsbury. 

Some of his close friends knew of the provisions of his 
will, and up to the time of his death he confidently be- 
lieved that the heads of Harvard, Yale, Princeton and 
Columbia would be only too happy to lead a war against 
the feminist movement. But Harvard University, his alma 
mater, was the first rof the great educational institutions 
to refuse to step out of the realm of guiding youth and 
to declare that it would have no hand in trying to carry 
out his wishes. 

Aside from his fear that woman would sooner or later 
dominate civilization, the former Attorney-General of 
Massachusetts was a man of pronounced views on a host 
of matters, chiefly sociological and political. He precipi- 
tated quite a rumpus within the councils of the American 
Bar Association for drawing the color line at the 1913 
convention of this body in Milwaukee, He was a cham- 
pion of the Negro, and the author of many books, pamph- 
lets and articles dealing with the social and political status

of the colored race. 

He was a man of many eccentricities. There was no 
subject too trivial for him. He was forever writing letters 
of protest to the dailies of Boston about everything under 
the sun. One of his most famous protests was about his 
inability to obtain supper on his arrival one Sunday night 
at Portland, Me. His indictment of the tavern keepers of 
Maine's largest city was so scathing that it attracted 
nation-wide attention and caused the Hotel Men's Asso- 
ciation pf Maine to call a special session to deal with Mr. 
Pillsbury’s protest.

HIS clash with the Portland hotel keepers had its 
T potiticas repercussions in Boston, for &iccompanying 

Pillsbury on that memorable occasion was the Hon. 
Nathan Matthews, Mayor of Boston, who in a moment 
of thoughtlessness appended his name to the letter of 
protest. The next time Matthews ran for office he lost 
the vote in Boston of the Maine folk, as a result of which 
he went down to defeat, 

Here is an excerpt from the Pillsbury protest: 

“Have the hotel managers of Portland, Maine, ever 
heard of the legal obligations of an innkeeper to furnish 
his guests with reasonable accommodations, which include 
food, no less than other things, at all reasonable hours? 
Do they realize that gilt chandeliers, velvet carpets and 
the diamond on the clerk's chest do not satisfy a hungry 
man? Or does the prohibitory system extend to food as 
well as to drink? Or is it the custom to apply it to food 
but not to drink? There are some people, even Bos- 
tonians, who are not accustomed to live by drink alone. 

“Do the people of Portland wish it to be understood 
that such people arriving in the chief city of Maine after 
8 p. m. on Sunday must bring their food with them or go 
without?” 

In his protest the distinguished Boston counsellor at 
law mentioned the names of the delinquent hotels, thus 
precipitating a newspaper controversy which ;ran for 
weeks and filled the pages with comment so bitter as to 
be almost slanderous. 

When Charles Evans Hughes essayed a trial for the 
presidency, the Boston lawyer championed hig cause, 
aspiring Bull Mooser, Roosevelt, in a cruel and merciless 
fashion, charging them with being frauds and qharlatans.

vanced to explain the reasoning for 
the preponderance of right-hand- 
edness. To date few of them have 
proved completely convincing. 
Habit, social tradition and the 
theory of primitive warfare are 
common explanations. The last the- 
ory ingeniously suggests that man- 
kind developed the _ right-hand 
habit by using the left-hand as the 
shield arm to protect the heart, 
and the right for his offensive 


weapons. 

A less ingenious but more credit- 
able hypothesis explains right- 
handedness on the basis of brain 
localization. 


The movements of the right side 
of the body are controlled by the 
left side of the brain, and the left 


hemisphere is thought by some 
scientists to be more highly devel- 
oped. 


Psychologists have been much 
concerned with left-handedness. 

In a normal group of children, 
numbering more than 2000, it was 
found that 4% per cent of the giris 
and 6% per cent of the boys were 
left-handed. 

In a group of 5000 delinquent 
children 6 per cent of the girls and 
11 per cent of the boys were left- 
handed. The percentage of left- 
handedness was larger still in a 
group of feeble-minded studied. 

Whether left-handedness and ab- 
normal psycbologic or mental con- 
ditions have a causative relation or 
merely an accidental relation has 
not as yet been determined. 

At the University of Chicago an 
ingenious study of handedness in 
rats was made. The results of the 
studies demonstrated that the ma- 
jority of normal rats of either sex 
are right-handed.
